In  this  last  two-part  series, 
the  WPFW  Paper  looks  at 
outside  perceptions  and 
the  future  for  89.3. 


What  listeners  think  of  a  station 
is  basically  all  that  matters— no 
matter  how  viable  an  idea,  how 
great  the  jazz,  or  how  much  a 
show  stimulates  the  audience. 

While  listenership  more  than 
doubled  in  just  a  year  at  WPFW, 
the  number  of  those  joining  the 
station  as  members  or 
contributors  has  remained  stable 


from  1981  to  1982— at  a  current 
level  of  approximately  5,000, 
according  to  Diane  Green, 
volunteer  coordinator  and  the 
head  of  membership.  She  blamed 
economic  times  and  a  lack  of  a 
trained  membership  staff  for  the 
lack  of  any  increase. 

For  other  public  radio  station 
officials,  WPFW  provides  what 
they  perceive  to  be  an  excellent 
alternative  to  what  is  offered  on 
commercial  stations. 

"WPFW  provides  a  great 
service  to  the  large  international 
community  in  our  area,"  said 


Michael  Nitka,  acting  station 
manager  and  program  director  of 
WAMU-FM,  the  most  listened  to 
public  station  in  the  area  and 
fourth  most  popular  in  the  nation. 
"I  don't  think  a  lot  of  that  is 
offered  on  other  stations." 

Nitka  said  WPFW  provides  a 
valuable   service    "as   far   as 
substantial,    dependable   jazz 
programming." 

While  admitting  the  two  stations 
compete  only  because  of  the 
nature  of  radio  braodcasting, 
Nitka  said,  "we  each  satisfy  a 
need  for  people  out  there— it's  not 
like  the  commercial  radio 
competition.  I  respect  everything 
WPFW  does."

agrees.  "WPFW  is  very  unusual. 
I  haven't  heard  their  sound  on  any 
other  station,"  said  the 
WDCU-FM  host,  wishing  not  to  be 
named.  "Before  WDCU  came 
into  existence  (last  spring),  that 
was  the  station  I  listened  to." 

The  official  said  there  is  no 
competition  between  the  two  jazz, 
public  radio  stations,  nor  does 
WDCU  try  to  borrow  any  of  the 
formats  of  the  more  established 
WPFW.  "I  don't  listen  to  WPFW 
to  hear  what  they  are  playing." 

But  not  all  the  feedback  and 
perceptions  of  the  station  are 
positive. 

A  1980  article  in  Liberty 
Lobby's   "Spotlight"    accused 


WPFW  of  being  pro-communist 
and  supportive  of  numerous 
governments  attempting  to 
overthrow  the  United  States.  The 
article  said  thousands  of  dollars 
of  US  tax  money  had  gone  to 
support  "their  ultra  left,  anti- 
American  propaganda." 

The  article  continued,  "Not  only 
does  Pacifica  Foundation's 
WPFW  radio  station  broadcast 
pro-communist  material,  it 
publishes  Soviet  misinformation 
and  distortions  in  its  monthly 
abortion-of-facts  entitled  "The 
WPFW  Paper." 

And  recently,  the  station  has 

come   under   attack   from   the 

American  Legal  Foundation,  a 

New  Right  organization  with  a

reported  membership  of  10,000. 
The  ALF  has  petitioned  the 
Federal  Communications 
Commission,  the  federal  agency 
responsible  for  granting  and 
renewing  broadcasting  licenses, 
to  deny  the  renewal  of  WPFW's 
license  on  various  grounds 
including  the  violation  of  the 
fairness  doctrine  and 
discrimination  against  the 
handicapped  in  the  station's 
building  design. 

"ALF  wants  broadcasters  and 
their  audience  to  know  that  the 
time  has  come  to  put  an  end  to 
vociferous  special  interest  groups 
harassing  broadcasters  and 
dictating  programming  and  hiring 
decisions,"  said  Alf's  General 
Counsel  Daniel  Popeo  in  a  press 
release  last  July. 

The  case,  still  pending,  has 
been  before  the  FCC  for  over  a 
year.  Program  director  Cromwell, 
calling  the  Alf  a  "hit  group," 
denied  the  allegations. 

We're  not  communist  or  left 
wing,"  he  said.  "We  just  have  a 
variety  of  ideologies  here.  They 
didn't  even  deal  with  our  variety 
of  programming." 

The  future 
Whatever  the  outcome  of  the 
FCC  decision  to  renew  the 
station's  license,  staff  members  at 
WPFW  are  cornmjjted  to  striving 
and  maintaining  the  Same  course 
they're  been  on  for  the  last  six 
years.  The  winner  of  numerous 
awards,  including  the  Peabody 
Award  and  two  Ohio  State  Awards 
for  children's  programming, 
WPFW  will  be  heard  on  the 
Washington  airwaves  forever  if 
the  aspirations  of  the  station 
volunteers  and  staff  last- 
To  many,  the  station  means  too 
much,  and  volunteering  long 
hours  besides  working  at  full-time 
jobs  when  not  at  the  station  is  only 
part  of  the  committment  to 
bettering  the  sound  emitting  from 
89.3. 


- 


I'm  committed  to  making  this 
station  survive,  and  I  have  to  do 
something  tangible  to  see  that 
happen,"  said  Cynthia  Dawn 
Weaver,  who  not  only  hosts  her 
own  show,  but  also  spends  six 
hours  a  week  helping  with 
membership  by  stuffing 
envelopes,  answering  phones, 
and  keeping  track  of  and 
collecting  the  small  donations  that 
roll  into  the  station  every  day. 

"People  realize  the  rareness  of 
the  opportunity  here,"  she  said. 
"You  have  to  support  the  station 
to  have  it  at  your  disposal." 

Others  agree.  "It  takes  a  lot  of 
postive  thinking  because  people 
say  to  me  'oh,  you  work  at  WPFW 
for  free — you  must  be  crazy," 
said  Linda  Duggans,  a  full-time 
C&P  employee  and  a  volunteer  at 
WPFW  for  the  last  two  years. 
"But  it's  the  best  way  for  me  to 
get  experience."  Duggans  said 
she  is  interested  in  getting  a 
degree  in  journalism  and  radio. 
"It's  like  a  family  here.  There 
are  fights,  but  it  all  works  out  in 
the  end,"  she  said. 

For  Eric  Beasley,  who  has  been 
at  WPFW  for  three  years  and  is 
host  of  "Jazz,  Incorporated" 
heard  on  Wednesday  nights,  the 
satisfaction  comes  from  the 
listeners. 

"The  only  thanks  we  get  is 
reactions  from  the  public  and 
sometimes  that's  enough  to  keep 
you  going." 

And  for  Diane  Green,  the 
person  responsible  for  keeping 
tabs  on  and  hiring  all  the 
volunteers,  the  job  has  its  ups  and 
downs. 

"It's  sometimes  nerve  racking, 
but  most  of  the  time,  it's 
rewarding,"  she  said.  "I  feel  good 
when  I  can  place  a  person 
interested  in  broadcasting  and 
see  them  develop." 

Green  said  the  frustration 
comes  from  not  being  able  to 
place  all  the  people  that  walk  into 
the  door  looking  for  volunteer 
work— a  number  she  estimated  to 
be  at  75  to  100  a  week. 

Station  manager  Rivero 
explained  what  makes  WPFW 
special  to  her J'When  I  first  heard 
the  station,  there  were  some 
flubs,  but  there  was  /also  -  a 
freshness  in  the  air—  it  tiadn't 
been  sanitized  out  of  existence. 
"The  music  was  being;  prayed 
by  people  who'd  bring  in  their 
favorite  albums  from  their  own 
collections,"  she  said.  "If  it  was 
conversation— some  was  rhetoric, 
but  some  wasn't.  But  the  guest 
weren't  found  on  any  other 
station." 

And  for  Rivero,  the  emphasis 
and  meaning  of  the  station  has 
not  changed  since  that  first  time 
she  heard  it. 

"I  Just  love  this  station,"  she 
said.  "And  it  is  going  to  succeed."
